It is immaterial to me, as an 
American citizen, whether the in- 
jury the wrong being inflicted 
be in France, or Germany, or Auts- 
tria: I feel that, as an American 
citizen, it is mys duts protest 
against (Loud applause) 

My friends, for 150 years, 
lv, the foreign policy 
ernment has been well defined 
and well understood by the Amer- 
ican people Nearly 150 years ago 
it was announced the great 
builders of this Republic thai 
while extending our commercial! 
and economic relationship to all 
quarters of the earth, we should 
remain free from ail political allt- 
ances entanglements (Ap- 
plause.) Under that policy we 
have grown to be the most power- 
ful people now upon the face of 
the globe. Our influence, when we 
have the courage to exert it, is 
greater than that of any other 
people. 

Under this policy have come 
to be the representative of free 
government throughout the earth. 
This doctrine®was announced by 
Washington, indorsed by Jeffer- 
son. sustained by Jackson and Mc- 
Kinley and Cleveland and Roose- 
velt (loud applause) It has be- 
come as firmly ingrained into the 
intellectual and moral fiber of the 
American people as the Consti- 
tution of the United Stafes itself. 
‘Applause. ) 

Suggests Election on Issue. 

And if there is anyone who flat-

I notice in today’s paper that 
M. Loucheur of France says that 
America was dying of gold and 
that France was dying to get it. 
(Applause and laughter.) 

I think oum death much the 
easier death. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) But never forget, for 
a single moment, when you are 
discussing the League or discuss- 
ing the Court that here’s the key 
to the anxiety. (Laughter and 
applause.) “Appropriation for 
$100,000 for the League has been 
killed in the Spanish National 
Assemblyv."" Big salaries are crit- 
icised. “Sir Eric Drummond, the 
League's secretary, draws $30,000 
a vear” Cheap enough! Who 
would undertake to run the 
whole world for less than $30.,- 
000 a year” (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) Lieut. Monteaux the 
interpreter.- $20,000 a year! “Al- 
bert Thomas, the French Social- 
ist. $25.000 a year' The League's 
Bureau is packed with high- 
salaried officials.” 

-~Tinks Court and League. 

Now, my friends. I call vyvour 
attention to that to show that 
you cannot maintain your Court 
without maintaining vour League. 
ard vou get into 
your Court become the part- 
isan and the advocate and the re- 
sponsible party for the mainten- 
ance the League of Nations 
because soon as the League 
breaks or as goon as it 
hands of a recetv- 
as its money gives 
Sam has got to foot 
or this Court perish, 
the two.

There is another feature of it.

upon very long Do you under- 
stand that this is not only an arbil- 
tration tribunal——hecause that's all 
but that it is the high-seal- 
aried attorney and counselor; and 
adviser of the League of Nations? 
The court’is not merely a court 
sitting there to pass upon any con- 
troveries which may arise between 
the different nations, but ft is the 
counselor, the adviser, the attor- 
for the. League of Nations It- 

The league may come to that 
court for advice, just as you go to 
vour lawver for advice 

“Lawyer and Client Basis.” 

The relationship between the 
league and the court is that of 
counselor and the one who is a4d- 
vised, and there isn't anv closer re- 
lationship in the business world 
and a more sacred relationship in 
the business world than that be- 
tween the attorney and his clilent, 
and this is not merely, therefore, 
an arbitration tribunal or a court, 
but we are joining a_i tribunal 
which is the legal adviser and the 
counselor of the League of Na- 
tions 

Suppose we. therefore, become a 
member of court and the 
League of Nations comes and asks 
the court for counsel and advice 
with reference to Article X, and 
we members of that court joingd 
In an advice with reference to Ar- 
ticle X, or suppose they asked 
with reference to certain action 
under article XI, and we advised 
with reference to certain action 
under Article XI, because they may 
submit a question with reference 
to’ their own constitutional power 
az well as to controversié@s be- 
tween nations. Are we not respon- 
sible for any action which the 
league thereafter may take as a 
resujt of that advice? 

Why, suppose the President of 
the United States should say to 
Gen. Daugherty. who is made the 
legal adviser of the League: “Gen- 
eral, I want your advice concern- 
ing a very vital matter.” and the 
President receives the advice and 
by reason of receiving it and act- 
ing upon it, we will assume that 
he goes wrong—just for assump- 
tion's sake (applause and laugh- 
ter)—and after that the President 
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Bay to the United States: “You 
have advised me wrong. and I 
consider you equally responsible 
with me for whatever may hap- 
pen under this advice,” and Gen’ 
Daugherty says: “Why. I am not 
a part of your Administration: I 
am just a spasmodic adviser, on 
occasion.’ 

In other wards, could the 
League of Nations not properly 
say to the United tSates: ‘You 
are stiting here as a legal adviser 
to this League of Nations and vou 
are just as responsible for anv 
action which we take as any other 
member of the League?” 

Now, let me ask you this ques- 
tion: ‘““‘What ts the difference he- 
tween sitting upon that court and 
advising the league, and sitting 
upon the Council of the League 
and advising the league? In what 
respect do your responsibilities 
differ”? No, my friend, this court 
is a subdivision of the League of 
Nations, a part of it. and it cannot 
exist one hour after the league 
of Nations ceases to evist. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“What Is This Haste?” 

My friends; what is the haste 
about getting into this court. any- 
way? I can understand the haste 
about getting into the league, but 
what is the haste about getting 
into this court? We don’t have 
any election of judges for seven 
years, and we have an American 
now sitting upom the bench, placed 
there out of accommodation: go 
we would have nothing to do with 
the election of judges “for seven 
vears' 

Aye! But they say: “We may 
want to use the court.” Very 
well! The statute which creates 
the court says that any nation on 
earth may.use the court ![f it can- 
sents to its use the same as other 
nations do Now, let me make a 
statement here. tonight. and I 
challenge contradiction: ‘There ts 
not a particle of difference. ao 
far as the court is concerned. 
now. aside from the League but 
so far as the Court fe concerned. 
there is A particle of differ- 
ence in relationship between 
the court and the Init States 
after we do what Mr. Hughes tell« 
us we may do. and that relation- 
ship now, except that we Pay a 
part of the expenses of the court. 
(Applause. ) 

We may use the Court to- 
morrow, if we consent to use ;* 
the same as England would have 
to do if she wanted to use it. We 
cannot judges for seven 
years, therefore the only 4iffer- 
ence is that we help pav a part 
of the expenses Now, what's the 
haste? Ave! The haste is this 
tremendous, urgent, constant pres- 
sure to get the people of the 
I’nited States into the League of 
Nat There is the haste. (Anp- 
plause.) 

Now, perhaps, as you have 
heard. I am opposed to the League 
of Nations (applause and laugh- 
ter). and this proposition gives us< 
entirely too little court and too 
league to suit me 
League's Activities. 
us discuss this league for a 
moment. its genesis and especially 
what it has been doing since it was 
created It was a maenificent 
thing before {t got into operation 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Let's trace its bloody tracks 
over Europe since it got Into oper- 
ation—lI say “‘bloody”’ deliberately; 
it has been said that we are op- 
posed to the League because we 
are “‘isolationists.”’ Now, there 
isn't any such a thing as an “isola- 
tiontst'’'—never has been. 

George Washington was not an 
“isolationist.” He was in favor of 
extending our commercial and eco- 
nomical treaties and obligations 
and our arrangements with all ihe 
nations of the earth, and he was 
always interested in all the devel- 
opment of all the nations of the 
earth. What he contended against 
was political arrangements or 
committals or alliances with for- 
eign powers, and it is against such 
committals or against such alli- 
ances or against such political ar- 
rangements that we contend. The 
beginning of the League of Nations 
in this country had its inception 
in what ts called the “League ‘0 
Enforce Peace.” Now, just think 
for a moment—for a “lLeague,to 
Enforce Peace.” A war for 
peace! 

I think I have the Chief Jus- 
tice’s statement here with refer- 
ence to a league to enforce peace. 
In discussing this league to en- 
force peace, he says: “We have 
got to have a league with force 
enough and military power enougn 
to say to all of those small nations, 
‘We do not propose to let you 
start a conflagration that will de- 
stroy this peace. Now, that .was 
precisely Alexander the Great's 
idea of peace; that was exactly 
what S3ulius Caesar had in mind. 
(Applause and laughter.) That 
was Napoleon's conception of 
peace. And that is Gen. Foch’s 
conception of peace tonight. 
(Loud and continued applause.) 

Sees Militariem Threat. 

In other words, they proposed 
to build a military mutocracy, suf- 
ficiently strong to strike down any 
nation that did not conform t9% 
their ideas. (Applause). I say, 
with all due respect to the men 
who advocated the League to En- 
force Peace, that they bullt upon 
no different theory than the milt- 
tary despots have built for 3000 
years. (Applause). Militarism ts 
net the same to me whether it 
comes from the Germa: Military 
Staff or (yen. Foch. or the League 
to Enforce Peace. I hate it. (Ap- 
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paragraph from the great advo- 
cate of the League to Enforce 
Peace: “We should make a start 
in Russia right soon (Laughter), 
(A hiss); you cannot 
the bolsheviki in any other way 
than their own system; the only 
way to deal with those people is 
to kill them off.” There is the 
naked, insolent.and hellish doc- 
trine upon which they would up- 
build their, League to Enforce 
Peace. (Applause). 

So much for the League to En- 
force Peace. I refer to it becauve 
it was the beginning of the League 
of Nations, built upon exactly the 
same principle. Now, am I 
rect? Let us see. Mind you, Il am 
not here tonight to challenge the 
integrity of the parties or the high 
ideals of the great President who 
advocated the League of Nations. 
1 do not criticise what Mr. Wilson 
to Europe to get. I criticise 
what he undertook to bring back. 
(Applause). It wasn’t what he 
went after. but what he brought 
back that I criticise. (Applause). 

Well, let's see The President 
of the United States said in his 
great address to Congress that the 
fundamental basis of the worlds 
peace was the freedom of the seas. 
That was the foundation. Well, 
he hadn't gotten half way across 
the ocean on his George Wash- 
ington until Lloyd George an- 
nounced so all the world might 
hear it that the question of the 
freedom of the seas will not even 
be submitted to consideration of 
the peace conference (applause), 
and Clemenceau said the next day 
in «3 interview that he agreed en- 
tirely with Lloyd George. (Ap- 
plause). 

“Foundation Torn Away.” 

So, the foundation of Mr. Wil- 
son's League for Peace was torn 
away before he got half way 
across the ocean ‘applause and 
laughter), and they never did 
mention the subject of the free- 
dom of the seas further, did they? 

Secondly, Lloyd George and 
Smuts of South Africa said 
that the second great cornerstone 
of the League for Peace was the 
abolishing of conscription. ‘Take 
away, they said, the power of the 
great European nations to con- 
script their young men and send 
them to the battlefield and 
will lay the foundation of peace. 

This was to be the second cor- 
nerstone, and how eminently cor- 
rect they were.” You take from 
these imperialistic nations of Eu- 
rope, these landgrabbing Powers 
of the old world, take from them 
the power to place their grip upon 
the necks of their young men and 
send them into the battlefield and 
you have taken the first great 
step for peace In this world. (‘(Ap- 
plause). 

But what became of the second 
cornerstone, the abolishment of 
conscriptien,? It was not even 
mentioned at the peace confer- 
ence Why? Why, by the time 
they got through dividing up the 
earth, apportioning the territory 
and placing under their heel 
900,000,000 subject people they 
knew they could not have peace 
except through the brutal power 
of imperialism, and in order to 
maintain that they knew they had 
to have conscription. (Applause.) 
And so the very foundation of the 
League of Nations on a peace basis 
was torn away to begin with. 

Invasion of Territory. 

Now, me ask you a 
in all sincerity. We have had the 
league in existence for several 
years—it seems to me like a cen- 
tury. Do you know of an invVa- 
sion of territory in Europe that 
has taken place since the league 
was in existence that wa not 
initiated by a member of the 
League of Nations? 

Every invasion of territory, ev- 
ery attack upon foreign soll, ev- 
ery assailment of other nations 
since the league came into exist- 
ence has been by a member of the 
league of Nations, pledged to re- 
spect each other's territory, 
pledged to respect each other's 
rights; they have been engaged in 
invading the territory of other 
peoples during the entire existence 
of the league. 

Every opposition to disarma- 
ment aince the creation of the 
league has been by a member of 
the League of*Nations. Think it 
over for a minute, and you will 
see that all these Invasions and 
attacks upon territory have been 
by those nations which pledged 
themselves under the League of 
Nations to respect each other's 
territory. 

Now, do they intend that Uncle 
Sam shall not only keep peace 
between the members of the 
league and those on the outside, 
but that Uncle Sam shall be com- 
pelled also to make the members 
of the League of Nations behave? 
It is too big a task. Take an il- 
lustration or two. I don't know 
what you think about Rusgia and 
I am not concerned about that, 
but Russia hae been invaded three 
times since the signing of the 
armistice, and every time the in- 
vaders were financed and armed 
by members of the League of Na- 
tions. (Applause.) 

Those invaders have laid waste 
vast areas of territory: they have 
encompassed the deaths of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Russians: 
they have sent into misery and suf- 
fering men, women and children, 
and the invasions took place under 
those nations which were pledged 
solemniy by the League of Nations 
to respect the territories of other 
peoples. Do you want to become « 
memer of an organization who in-

BORAH EXPECTS HARDING 
TO BE RENOMINATED 
WITHOUT OPPOSITION 


ENOMINATFON of Presi- 
dent Harding without op- 
position upon a platform 
expressly warning against for- 
eign entanglements is expected 
by Senator Borah. 

In an interview Senator Borah 
said he has no intention of using 
the President’s advocacy of the 
World Court idea as basis for 
opposition to his renomination 
and added that to tis knowledge 
no other Republican is contem- 
plating such action. Transpor- 
tation problems of the United 
States and high prices demand- 
ed for coal, oil and gasoline 
should be the vital issues of the 
1924 Presidential campaign, 
Senator Borah said. 

“I expect to see the President 
renominated without opposi- 
tion,”’ he said, “and I trust the 
platform will contain explicit 
and commanding instructions 
against foreign entanglements. 
The platform should be _  air- 
tight so far as foreign policies 
are concerned. 

“T would not at this time un- 
dertaks to say what the real is- 
sues will be in the campaign of 
1924. In these days of rapid po- 
litical change a year ja a politi- 
cal lifetime. But from the pret- 
ent outlook I know what the po- 
litical issue should be. 

“It should be a constructive 
program relative to our great 
domestic problems. 
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terprets tts solemn pledges to re- 
spect each other's territory by per- 
mission to invade each otMer’s ter- 
ritory? 

As I said. I do not know and I 
am not concerned tonight to know 
what may be your views with ref- 
erence to Russia, but here were 
140.000,000 of people struggling in 
blindness and madness to get from 
under the yoke of three centuries 
of despotism. If ever a people in 
God's world were entitled to a 
kindly word, to advice and counsel, 
it was that 140,000,000 of people. 
(Applause. ) 

“Sympathy Needed.” 

I do not care about Lenin and 
Trotzky: they can take care of 
themselves. but here were 140,000,- 
000 noble people, men, women and 
children. who had sacrificed upon 
the battlefields, who had lost °.,- 
500,000 killed and wounded, 3,009,- 
000 more disabled; it is for these 
people that the sympathy of the 
great Christian nations of the earth 
ought to have gone out. ‘Ap- 
plause), but instead of that see the 
two great, powerful nations of the 
league arming and financing the 
invaders of Russia. 

I do not want to be misunder- 
stood. If I had my way about it— 
and I hesitate to say this, because 
it seems severe, but I rPara the 
invasion of Russia by these great 
Powers equal in cowardice and 
dastardliness to the beginning of 
the war itself. (Applause.) If thar 
be treason, make the most. of !t. 
(Cries of “Come again.”) 

Now, let us take another in- 
vasion. There were two great 
underlying principles guiding 
certain ones of the Powers at Ver- 
sailles—tI say this with delibera- 
tion, certain influences at Ver- 
sailles undertook to do two 
things, one to dismember and to 
breaw up Russia, secondly, ‘to 
dismember and break up Ger- 
many. (Applause.) 

If you will read Mr. Ray Stan- 
ard Baker's book, to whom was 
turned over the private papers of 
Mr. Wilson. you will have no 
doubt at all that one of the great 
impelling motives behind power- 
ful influences iff France at Ver- 
sailles was*to destroy these two 
“ee peoples. 

Now, let us take Germany. Mr. 
Rarer says in his book, deliber- 
ately, that the plan at Versailles 
was to dismember Germany, that 
the man who stood in the way 
of that dismemberment and pre- 
vented it was Mr. Wilson. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Attacks Treaty. 


I am perfectly willing to con- 
cede both propositions. I am 
perfectiy willing to say and to 
accept his statement, because his- 
tory proves it, that the scheme 
was, in the first Instance.to break 
up and dismember Germany. |! 
am perfectly willing to dccredit 
Mr. Wilson the opposition to it, 
but while they were unable to 
dismember Germany at Versailles 
they dig succeed in writing « 
treaty, the enforcement of which 
would inevitably destroy Ger- 
many.

Commission: in other words, this 
Versailles Treaty, which is the 
moat cruel, destructive and brutal 
treaty that. Was ever penned by 
the hand of man—(loud applause)... 
—a treaty which dismembers end 
breaks up peoples, a treaty which 
would produce chaos throughout 
Europe. a treaty which dismem- 
bered great transportation sys- 
tems, a treaty which reduces peo- 
ple to bankruptcy, the Saar Com- 
mission, backed by the League 
Nations. says to criticise it is to 
subject a man to a penitentiary 
offense. 

So, I say, my friends, it is not 
merely a conference we are 

ing. it is a supergovernment, i 
opposed to free speech and {o a 
free press, but that is not 
worse than some people in this 
country. ‘Applause.) We have 
got men in the penitentiary whe 
have been there for four years 
(Applatse; cries of “Atta boy.” 4 
“Right from the shoulder.”) for 
“Right straight out from the . 
shoulder.”) for expressing their 
political opinions concerning the 
war and the activities of the war.

Neither one of them thought of 
referring it to this court that we 
are about to enter. Neither one of 
them offered to arbitrate it, and 
when it was suggested in the 
House of Commons that it be re- 
ferred to the League of Nations. 
Lord Cecil, who out of his gen- 
erosity has been advising the 
American people to get into this 
league, voted against referring it 
to the League of Nations (Ap- 
plause.)
